“ Russia's influence over the inhabitants 
of Central Asia during the past ton 
years.” The second of these papers is 
perhaps the more valuable of the two, 
and from the superior attraction of the 
subject will doubtless be the one most 
widely read, Professor Vambéry is no 
friend of Russia, He has pointed out 
the danger that attends ber growing 
influeuce in Asia over aud over again, 
and he labours still to add counts to 
Lis indictment, but there are some weak 
places in his argument, and we cannot 
help feeling as wo read his papor 
that there are cortain facts which tho 
worthy Professor has bard work to 
get over. Ho is obliged to confoss 
—though the acknowledgment is not 
very gracefully made—that tranquillity, 
order, and a love of law now prevail in 
the khanates where formerly continuous 
warfare and bloodshed raged. This 
is an admission which gives us 
nearly all we want to have conceded. 
It is little to the purpose to say that 
the reforms and innovations hitherto 
introduced have only beon made for the 
benefit of the Russians themselves. 
“They only desired,” wo aro told, “to 
get peaceable subjects, willing rate- 
payers, and obedient means for tho 
Russian supremacy,” but if a savago 
sworder who lived by pillage and foray 
is converted by any moans into a docile 
payor of taxes and gives up cutting his 
neighbour's throats, everybody is a 
gainer, and in the general interests of 
civilization we need not enquire too 
curiously as to tho motives of the men 
who have effected the reformation. 
‘The Ceutral Asiatics again are said to 
derive more detriment than benefit from 
what M. Vambéry calls “the light of 
modernculture.” Thedomestic industry 
of Bokhara and Khokand have suffered 
by the prepouderance of Russian 
imports. ‘The domestic industry 
of Central Asia was pretty well suffi. 
cient to supply the ordinary demands 
of the people, but by the abolition 
of duty between Russia and Central 
Asia proper, the Inst-named country 
was, so to say, inundated by bad and 
comparatively cheaper articles. Thera 
ig a serious insinuation in a paragraph 
later on in the lecture to the effect 
that Iran is still cursed by the slave 
trade in all its horrors. There seemed 
! to have been hopes when the Rassians 
first appeared on the sceue that tho 
provinee of Khorasan, and in fact 
| the whole northern frontier of Persia, 
j which had been so long exposed to the 
| marandiug attacks of the Turcomans, 
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would be free from their raids, but 
such is not the case; the sale of female 
slaves and other detestable abuses still 
goon. It is fair to the Russians to 
say that this is not asserted with the 
usual positiveness which characterizes 
the Professor when he is bringing a 
charge against the Colossus, as he 
delights still to call the Russian Gov- 
ernment. He only says that there is “a 
likelihood” of this ‘traffic continuing. 
‘We suspect, however, that there is sub- 
stantial troth in the assertion that 
Russia considers the security of her 
military roads more than the welfare 
of the people, and that she has not 
very much to teach a cultured Mabom- 
edau nation. Still, without asking 
the secret springs and guiding motives 
which direct the policy of a great 
empire, we must judge by results, and 
the Professor is compelled to admit 
that some degree of order and rule is 
introduced amongst the border tribes. 
“Where Russia met with semi-barbar- 
ian nomadic popular elements its 
appearaueo was so far beneficial that 
these people, becoming divested of their 
national individuality, were first made 
Russians and put upon the lowest 
cultural lovel of the Russian peasant. 
They were driven here and there by 
forced emigrations ; then in settlements 
these peoples gradually lost their 
customs and habits, théir religion, and 
their language, and became Russians 
in order to pleaso the reigning class. 
From the humanitarian point of view 
this kind of civilizing process must 
not bo much regretted, considering 
that even the lowest Russian civiliza- 
tion was a hundred times superior to 
nomadic existence.” ‘This is the most 
perhaps that can be allowed to Russia 
as a civilizing Power, though, as Sir 
Donglas Forsyth observed, we must not 
cast stonesas we have hadour own short- 
comings, ‘The fact cannot be got over, 
however, that Moslem culture is looked 
upon with  hanghtiness and contempt 
by the Russians, and that there seems 
no chance of the slightest rapprochement 
between them and the Central Asiatics. 
A short but lively discussion followed 
tho reading of Professor Vambéry’s 
papor. Sir Erskine Perry considered 
it a good opportunity to malign the rule 
of his countrymen in India, Captain 
Gill, who is rapidly becoming an 
authority, said frankly that he had met 
with intelligent Russians in many parts 
of the world, but from not one of them 
did he ever hear it said that the 
interests of Russia and India were not 
antagonistic, and the lecturer concluded 
by saying that he did not think he 
should ever bave had before an English 
audience to defend England against 
Englishmen. Altogether, though the 
meeting was not held in the Royal 
Geographical Society’s Rooms, and 
though it did not present the animated 
picture sometimes exhibited in those 
halls, when, toquote the late Lord Strang- 
ford, “two huge male geographers” 
gore and tear each other in a terrible 
tussle, there was a good deal of animus 








in the debate at the Adelphi, and the 
discussion shows how very strong the 
feeling is becoming that the Central 
Asian question is ono of the burning 
questions of the day, and that whether 
it is approached from the political or 
the scientific side, it is one which cannot 
be postponed, but must be examined in 
all its bearings. A “cultural mission” 
is a pleasant phrase, and such an 
expedition may have a field and a work 
to do, but if the country which sonds 
forth such a mission be a strong military 
despotism, we shall be pleased to see the 
field limited, and the pupils who are to 
be taken in hand tribes who are in the 
stage bordering on savagery, and not 
nations nearly on a par with that which 
sends ont the mission in civilization, 
but weaker in material power. For 
then “caltare” will mean conquest.

‘The Japan Gazette learns from a private 
letter dated London, 9th April, that tho 
date of the departure of Sir Harry Parkes 
on his return to Japan was then uncertain, 
and liable to be interfered with by causes 
not under his control. 

‘We hear that telegraphic news has been 
received of the arrival of the Glencoe at 
Singapore, and that she made the voyage 
from Woosung in seventeen hours less 
time than last year, 

On account of the death of the Empress 
of Russia the flags at the different Consul- 
ates and on all the foreign men-of-war 
in harbour were lowered to half-mast 
yesterday, and the yards of tho threo 
Russian men-of-war, Gornostai, Nerpa and 
Sobol were sloped. ‘The Czarina, lately 
deceased, was the daughter of the Grand 
Duke Lovis II of Hosse Darmstadt. 

The Shanghai Lodge No. 4, 1.0.6.7, 
gave avery successful public entertainment 
last night at the Good Templar Hall at tho 
corner of Kiukiang and Kiangso Roads. 
There were fourteen pieces on the pro- 
gramme, which were all well received. 
Some of the items were given in character 
by “minstrels” from H.M.S, Encounter, 
who showed great ability in thoir im- 
personations, 

According to the Daily Press the Brazil- 
ian Embassy to China now staying in 
Hongkong have been proffered the hospital- 
ity of His Excollency the Governor, 
who has expressed his desire to do all in 
his power to secure the comfort and 
pleasure of the Embassy during their stay 
in Hongkong, but the Ministers, whilo 
intimating their appreciation of his kind- 
ness, have stated their wish to romain as 
private individuals and decline all formal 
visits or entertainment. Mr. A. G. 
Romano, the Brazilian Consul, entertained 
tho mombers of the Embassy to breakfast 
aud dinner on the 30th ult., together with 
tho officers of the Vital de Oliveira and a 
fow of his personal friends. On the 2nd 
inst. the members of the Embassy were to 
proceed to Canton, where they intended 
to stay two days. Thence they were to 
go to Macao, returning in time to catch the 
next French mail, by which they proposed 
to come to Shanghai. 

‘The Chinose are generally considered an 
ungrateful people, that is, so far as their 
intercourse with foreigners is concerned. 
But now and then instances have occurred 
showing that this so-called characteristic 
of theirs is not without exceptions, as 
exemplified not long since in the caso 
of the German steamer China; and 
another worthy illustration was given on 
Saturday, when a deputation from tho 
native opium merchants in the Settle- 
ment waited upon Mr. G. B. Hill, of 
the receiving hulk Yuen-fah, who leaves 
for Home on Wednesday, and asked his 
acceptance of an address, a gold watch, 
and half-a-dozen rolls of silk, as a token 
of the respect and esteem in which he is 
held by the native traders with whom 
he has had business relations for nearly 
a quarter of a century. The address, 
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which was in Chinese, was signed by forty- 
eight firms, and on the watch there is an 
appropriate inscription. Mr. Hill thanked 
tho subscribers for their handsome present, 
and for their kind expression of good-will 
contained in the address. It was very 
agreeable to him to know that his efforts to 
act fairly and impartially towards them 
during many years of business intercourse 
had been so highly appreciated, and he 
wished them all the success that their 
pationt industry and skill as merchants 
entitled them to. 

We hear from the North of the death of 
the well-known Chinese General Kuo Sung- 
ling, which ocourred at Hoo Pai-lo on the 
night of the 22nd ult, Latterly he has 
been filling the post of Licutenant-General 
of Chibli, and our informant says he 
only took over the seals of office on the 
9th May. ‘From that time he com- 
plained of ill-health, but he was under 
tho impression that his ailment was not of 
aserious nature. By his death China loses 
one of her best generals—a commander 
sho can ill-afford to spare at the present 
time, Not only was he loyal to his Govern- 
ment, but kind to all who served under 
him, Europeans and natives alike, as was 
proved in 1865, when the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps turned out to do him honour, 
and he returned them the highest respect 
he possibly could, In Amoy he also gained 
tho good-will of Enropeans and natives, 
and-he was well-known as a good and 
brave soldier—one of the few Chinese 
generals who gave justice to his officers and 
men, Even during his short stay at this 
placo (Tientsin) he has gained the good 
will of the foreigners he came in contact 
with, and was always ready and only too 
happy to meet Europeans—in fact, he was 
straight-forward man, loyal to hiscountry, 
and respected by all classes.” So writes 
our correspondent of the death of Kuo 
Sung-ling. 

There was only a moderate attendance 
at the Volunteer Parade called for Thurs- 
day.

‘The U.S. corvette Ashuelot left on Sunday 
morning about half-past ten, Admiral 
Patterson had placed her at the disposal 
of O. N. Denny, Esq., the United States 
Consul-General, and he has gone up the 
‘Yangtsze to pay oflicial visits at the various 
ports, expecting to return about the 20th 
or 21st inst. He is accompanied by Mr. F. 
D. Cheshire, Interpreter at the Consulate- 
General here. Mr. Joseph Haas has under- 
taken the performance of Mr. Cheshire’s 
duties at the Mixed Court during his 
absence. 

‘A Marine Court of Inquiry was held at 
the Harbour Master's office, Hongkong, 
on the 3rd inst., to investigate the circum- 
stances attending the stranding of the 
steamer Meath, Captain John Johnson, 
the facts of which we have already pub- 
lished, The Meath stranded on or near 
tho East Lammock Island, when ona voyage 
from Hongkong to Nagasaki. At the time 
she stranded, the courso steered was inside 
the Lammocks, which the Court considered 
an error of judgment on the part of the 
Captain, though not of sufficiently grave 
anature to warrant the suspension of his 
certificate, which was returned him. 

‘We understand that about four o'clock on 
Monday afternoon, the Sist ult., the s.s. 
Breconshire came into collision at Hankow 
with the Russian steamer Moscow. It seems 
thatthe currentof the river had beenaffected 
by recent rains, and that its increased 
velocity caused the Breconshire’s starboard 
cable to part. For a short time she dragged 
the anchor on the other side, but at last that 
also failed her. She then drifted almost broad- 
side on the bow of the Russian steamer, 
receiving the shock a little abaft of the 
engineroom. Our informant says that the 
vessels were not in contact for more than 
about half a minute, as steam had been 
already got up, but the propeller seomed 
to get foul of the Moscow's anchor chain, 
and it was subsequently said that two of 
the blades were broken. The Breconshire 
then steamed over to the Wuchang side 
of the river, and we are informed ‘the 
Glamis Castle afterwards went alongside to 
receive the tea that had been loaded in 
her, some 1,200 tons. The Moscow was 
not much injured. ‘The mishap was the 
more to be regretted because the Brecon- 
shire was expected to be the next steamer 
to leave Hankow after the A/ghan, which 











started the following. A Naval Court 
of Enquiry was held in Hankow, Chaloner 
Alabaster, Esq., H.M.’s Consul, presiding, 
to investigate the circumstances of the 
recent mishap to the s.s. Breconshire. The 
captain was acquitted of all blame. The 
Breconshire arrived here this morning, and 
it is expected that she will be docked for 
repairs. 

Further news of the fire that occurred 
on board the steamer Alnwick Castle, Oap- 
tain Fox, while she was loading at Ham- 
burg for China, is given in the newspapers 
brought by the English mail. The captain 
reports that he was not on board when the 
fire broke out. On the 11th April, about 
two o'clock p.m., the wath reported that 
there appeared to be something wrong in 
the fore-hold, and upon the hatch being 
opened a dense smoke issued, and soon 
after flames burst out. Three tugs wore 
employed to tow the vessel into shallow 
water, and after she was run on a bank the 
valves were opened, and she was set under 
water so that the engines and the after-hold 
remained intact from fire. The vessel’s 
head having been put with the wind, the 
fire remained limited to the fore-hold, 
which part is totally burnt out; the deck 
and two masts gone, the beams broken or 
twisted, and the iron plates down to the 
water-line bent. It is expected that tho 
vessel below water is intact, and will keep 
well. Sufficient hands and lighters wero 
at once despatched to the vessel. Tho 
cargo in the fore-hold is totally destroyed ; 
that in the after-hold has not suffered by 
fire, but only by water. The goods insured 
at Hamburg to the value of £35,000 were 
nearly all on board and in the fore-hold, 
The steamer was afterwards floated and 
safely moored in harbour at Hamburg. 

‘The Chinese gunboat, formerly known a3 
the Eta, went into Collier's Dock on Sunday 
night, having sustained injuries by recently 
going on a rock in the Gulf of Pechili. It 
seems that she was at sea with others 
performing fleet mancuvres, and the 
mishap occurred when she was going almost 
“dead slow.” It is thought that if she 
been running at a greater speed she would 
probably have gone over the rock without 
doing herself so much harm as she did. 
She remained on it about twelve hours. 
It is stated that there was no foreigner on 
board at the time. The rudder forward is 
broken, and the keel is injured in several 
places. The place where the most important 
damage was sustained is about amidships 
where the plates on each side of the keel 
are very much bent. It is thought that 
about a dozen plates will have to be 
straightened, and that three or four will 
have to be replaced by new ones. 

‘A new lightship built by Messrs. 
S. C. Farnham and Co., with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Mason, and under the 
superintendence of David M. Henderson 
Esq., Engineer-in-Chief to the Imperial 
‘Maritime Customs, was launched yesterday 
afternoon at the dock just below the 
C.MLS.N. Co.'s lower wharf. She is a 
composite vessel, sheathed with heavy 
metal, and has composition fastenings. 
‘The wood is all teak, the planking being 
4} inches thick, She has rolling chocks 
27 inches wide. Her dimensions are— 
length between perpendiculars, 81 feet; 
beam, 21 feet 6 inches ; depth of hold, 10 
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feet 5 inches. There will be one mast, on 
which a light will be displayed about 45 
feet from the deck, and a stay-sail will be 
furnished. ‘The draft will be from seven 
feet to seven feet six inches. She has two 
sets of hawse-pipes, very strong holding 
gear, and will not be expected to slip her 
cable, it being the intention of her builders 
that she shall ride out any storm that she 
may have to encounter. The work on her 
has been done in such a manner as to elicit 
expressions of satisfaction from several 
very competent judges on the subject of 
ship-building. The vessel will be stationed 
at the Taku Bar, and she will probably 
be towed there in about a fortnight’s time. 
About four months have been occupied in 
building her, The launch was successfully 
accomplished. She was set in motion at 
1.19 p.m., descended rapidly and gracefully 
to the water, a distance of 80 or 90 feet, 
and ten minutes after was safely moored 
under the shears. Mr. C. P. Blethen 
superintended the operation, which took 
place in the presence of several ladies, 
some foreign friends of the members of the 
firm and gentlemen interested in nautical 
affairs, and a crowd of Chinese. 

‘The Globe announces that the skull of 
Confucius is for sale in a curiosity shop in 
London, but that so far it has found no 
purchaser. It is said that it was found at 
Peking during the plunder of the summer 
palace of the Emperor by the allied French 
and English troops in 1860, and was then 
mounted in gold and ornamented with 
diamonds to the value of $50,000. It was 
taken to London in 1862, and exhibited in 
the Universal Exposition, where, on account 
of its mounting, it attracted attention. 
Sixty thousand dollars were offered for it, 
but now that it has been stripped of its 
gold and jewels it cannot find a purchaser 
at any price. 

From information which reaches us, 
(Army and Navy Gazette) it might be 
advisable if the Commander-in-Chief on 
the China station were to issue a memoran- 
dum calling attention to the necessity of 
strict compliance with the station order 
against taking in water from the shore. It 
will be remembered that last year cholera 
appeared on board some of the ships on the 
Japan division of the station, and in the 
opinion of the medical officers, it was 
caused by water which had been allowed to 
be taken in. It was alleged that it was 
only intended for washing purposes, but 
seeing that water cau be condensed without 
great cost, aud that the station orders and 
the opinion of the medical officers were 
against this water from the shore being 
admitted on board, it is evident that there 
are commanding oflicers who go out of their 
way to run counter to orders and the 
opinions of others than themselves. The 
ships of the United States Navy in Japanese 
waters are very strict on this point, and no 

“water is allowed to be fetched from the 
shore on any pretext whatever, for it is 
well known that wells and cesspits are 
mingled together, regardless of the consc- 
quences of contamination.

writes as follows about Monte Carl 
“The place is an awful evil, and multitudes 
of the best families in all the countries 
in Europe have reason for deploring its 
existence, so many are ruined financially, 
and so many suicides occur. There are 
most beautiful grounds, splendid music, 
fine theatre, &e., &e., all free for anyone 
to visit. People go, see the gambling, get 
fascinated, continue playing till they lose 
their all, and then many kill themselves. 
A little while ago a person went over to 
enquire after a missing gentleman, and was 
told, “We have not had a suicide for ten 
days,” but the thing is so common that, I 
am told, men are always on the watch in 
the grounds and ready to run and cover 
with a sheet and carry off anyone if they 
hear a pistol shot. There is a very high 
and steep rock overhanging the sea where 
many suicides take place. Women specially 
kill themselves there, and I am told 
that you can often see the spattered blood 
and shreds of garments on its face. It is 
perfectly horrible that such a place can 
remain in the midst of one of the most 
beautiful spots in the world. There is no 
enquiry possible about theso matters, 
because Monte Carlo is a little separate 
princedom, and the Prinee, who is blind, lets 
for an enormous rent the entire place to the 
gambling enterprise. He has a few armed 
men, and all is in his hands. It would be 
a good thing if Franco would annex the 
territory and put down the iniquity as 
Bismarck has done with similar institutions 
in Germany.” 

Regarding the dispute between Ri 
and China, the London correspondent of 
the Daily Press writes :—It is folly to 
place the smallest confidence on any state- 
ment which either of these subtle, un- 
scrupulous powers may choose to make 
public, and I look upon all the newspaper 
intelligence devoted to the subject as 
simple bait of deception. I think that 
Russia, having no case, cannot afford the 
exposure which the event must fasten upon 
her. Surely she cannot be allowed to carry 
on her aggressive game on the borders of 
Germany and Austria, in the Balkan 
Peninsula, in Asia Minor, in Central Asia, 
in Afghanistan, in Persia, and in China all 
at the same time. Ido not look upon the 
Czar as by any means a vir sapit, nor do 
I think he is as amenable to advice as he 
should be. He seoms to be immured in the 
Winter Palace. His wife and his Chan- 
cellor are both on their death-beds, and he 
himself is in constant fear of assassination. 
He has been compelled to give up the reins 
of the executive power, and as for his 
legislative functions, they have fallen 
beneath contempt. Ifhe were worthy of 
pity, he would deserve to be pitied, but if 
public opinion be the tower of strength it 
is generally considered, he stands in the 
position of a reed shaken by the wind. To 
deal with nobles, scholars, and gentlemen 
like felons simply because they differ in 
opinion with him, is the course which

I 
should hope that this idea smacks heavily 
of verdure, but certainly if it can be car- 
ried out, Hongkong must look out for 
squalls, 

‘A correspondent of the Times, who 
recently made a tour through Siberia, 
writes:—“I reached my destination 
(Wladivostock) on 15th September, having 
crossed Europe and Asia, and having 
finished a journey from London of 2,600 
miles by rail, 5,700 by steamer, and 3,000 by 
horse. It was necessary to wait a fortnight 
before any vessel was leaving for Japan, 
Wiadivostock struck me as the prettiest 
and busiest of the towns of Siberia, and 
nowhere did I receive a kinder reception, 
The present Governor and his wife had 
come out to the place evidently bent on 
doing what they could for the good of 
the province. They have been there less 
than five years, and during that time the 
Governor has made roads, laid out pleasure 
gardens, and done much for the general im- 
provement of thetown, Besides this, Mdme, 
Erdmann has organised among theladiesof 
the place a charitable society for the relief 
of the poor ; they have enlarged an educa- 
tional institution for officers’ daughters, 
and have erected the prettiest building in 
the place as a free school-house, not to 
mention the building of a Protestant church, 
in which I conducted the first English 
service. On previous visits I have ever had 
reason to speak woll of Russian hospital 
ity, and this time doubly so, which was 
the more noticeable since the English wero 
said to be not in favour in Russia. On 
‘one oceasion, at a dinner party, a very 
tiny symptom of this oozed out; but, 
asarule, things were in quite the other 
direction. Whether my cloth and my 
self-imposed mission had aught to do with 
this I know not, but my case was not 
solitary. Only a few wecks before my 
arrival Her Majesty's ship Iron Duke 
had been in the harbour of Wladivostock. 
Above frowned forts only quite recently 
erected in view of the possibility of 
England and Russia going to war. The 
aspect of affairs having changed, howover, 
and the English coming north to escape the 
heat of the China seas, the English officers 
were invited to dine at the Governor's house, 
and had left behind a capital impression. 
Being a frequent guest at the same house, 
I heard them highly spoken of, and not 
ouly there but also at another house, by 
the Admiral of the Siberian fleet.”

Wane too much importance has 
probably been given to Chang Chi- 
Pnng’s memorial, it seems impossible 
to withstand the conclusion that it has 
beon put forward as a fecler to gango 
the sentiments of European powers as 
to the relations existing between Russia 
and China, Whatever credit may 
attach to its method of becoming 
public, and however Chinese officials 
may profess to be angry at its publica 
tion, the internal evideuce goes to 
show that it was intended to meet. the 
eyes of foreign Governments, and to 
afford them, as it were, an insight into 
the inner policy of the Court at Peking. 
Compared with the telegrams which 
wo published from Enrope containing 
a summary of Professor Martens’ letter 
to the Golos and of his speech at 
Cronstadt, we may recognise in both 
Russian and Chiuese manifestoes a 
desire to place before the world at 
" Jargo the views of each party to the 
dispute, Both parties make their 
ultimate appeal to England, Russia on 
the plea that the Treaty of Livadia is 
astep in advance towards overturning 
the exclusiveness of China, aud China 
that the movement of Russia is made 
with a hope of eventually being able to 
make an attack on India from the rear. 
‘There may be a cortain residaum of 
trath in both these statements, and 
still it may not be necessary or advis- 
able either that wo should be indebted 
to Russia for overcoming the anti-for- 
eign tendencies of the party represented 
by Prince Ch’un, nor to China for 
tho preservation of tho north-eastern 
frontior of India. The plea of Russia 
that she is engaged in the task of 
opening China, comes bndly from the 
most exclasive nation of Burope, and 
the attempt of China to point ont the 
advantages to Great Britain of a close 
alliance with her compare strangely 
with the policy which has kept closed 
for so many years the passes into 
‘Thibet, and which has more than once 
been exhibited in acts studiously un- 
friendly. On the whole, the course of | 
negotiations regarding the cession of 
Kuldja may be taken as_an indication 
of respect gained for British influence 
in Asia, and this respect should make 
the British Government doubly cantious 
in any action it may take in the seitle- 
ment of tho affair. As displayed in the | 
memorial of Chang Chi-t’ung, the | 
Treaty of Livadia contains many clauses 
naturally distasteful to the Chinese, 
aud with their rejection of these as) 
incompatible with their self-respect 
wo entirely sympathise. We ourselves, | 
when tho first news of the treaty | 
arvived, pointed out that China had 
had the worst of the bargain, and 
territory re-purehased under the con- | 
Aitions named, which placed the power | 
of government practically iv the hands 
of the Russians, could only be a source | 
of weakness to China. The additional 

















light thrown upon it by the memorial 
does not render the position more 
favourable for China. We expressed 
anrprise at the facilities for intercourse 
proposed to be afforded to Russia, and 
pointed out how practically this would 
give to all Powers having treaties with 
China the right to do likewise. These 
stipulations were many of them of a 
nature to improve the communication 
of the west and north-west of China, 
and in as far as they were confined to 
those points, Rassia had the sympathy 
of all trae friends to China. Read 
in the light of Chang Chi-t'ang’s 
memorial many of these clauses seem 
to have their objectionable side, 
It is true, the text of the treaty 
has been hitherto concealed, and we 
only know its contents at second 
hand, Still the clause permitting 
armed caravans to enter China has 
doubtless in a Chinese point of view 
its objectionable aspects, aud we can 
readily comprehend that in the hands 
of n power like Russia it may event- 
nally lead to complications such as are 
pointed out. So, too, the Chinese may 
view the permission to Russian vessels 
to ascend the Sungari to Petuné as a 
dangerous concession. ‘The misuse of 
the senports by vessels of a foreign nation 
is unlikely to ocenr, as the presence of 
ships of all nationalities acts as a 
check on the eccentricities of any one 
of them. The same conditions do not 
prevail in the river waters of Man. 
churia, and Petané may at any time be 
occupied by Russian troops as was 
Urga a few years ago.

in thomselves, but likely to afford a 
handle for intrigue in the future, 
These are doubtless matters which 
interest more particularly China and 
Russia themselves, Both parties have, 
however, thonght fit in an unofficial, 
bat unmistakeable, manner to enlist 
onr sympathies. Apart from Lord 
Carnarvon’s ideas of distance as 
measured on a large scale map, we 
cannot afford to be indifferent in the 
matter. If our inflaence could be 
exercised for good with either Power, 
it woald be willingly granted. Could 
we on the one band induce Russia to 
stay willingly in her process of annex- 
ation, and to open to the world at large 
the districts in Ceutral Asia she has 
recently overrun, we should certainly 
have inaugurated a policy the results 
of which could not fail to be in the 
long run advantageous to Russia ber- 
self. Could we on the other hand 
induce China to enter heartily tho 























‘comity of nations and depart from the 


poliey of isolation which bas been 
hitherto her view, we wonld have 
succeeded in conferring benefits on 
her Government and people alike. We 
fear, however, that neither event is for 








mary years to be looked upon as 
probabie, or even possible. Meanwhile 
we cannot afford to look with indiffer- 
ence ou the proceedings of Russia 
along the sea-const of Asia. British 
interests at the moment are paramount 
in China, whether we look at the 
numbers of British subjects personally 
interested, or the amount of British 
capital invested. The same, though in a 
less degree, may be said of the western 
and south-western provinces of China, 
which are more or less couterminous 
with our own possessions in India, At 
all events had China shown any disposi- 
tion to break down the barriers which 
she has in former times raised to 
intereourse with India, she would be in 
a better position to enlist our sympathies 
in her favour in her dificulties in the 
north and north-west. 






ENGLISH INFLUENCE AT PEKING, 

Comixe events cast their shadows 
before, and the tone of the orgaus of 
the Liberal party at Home seems to 
be gradually working back to a policy 
which years ago was tried and lament. 
ably failed. The threatened contest 
between China and Rnssia affords a 
fair field for this purposeless decla- 
mation, We may probably accept the 
Economist as a not uufuir criterion 
of what Ministerial feelings may be 
expected to be on the subject, and it 
coriainly is not reassuring to find « 
Russian blockade of Shanghai spoken 
of with complacency, and a hopo 
expressed that the European Ministers 
at Peking will “strengthen” the hands 
of the peace party there, to the 
discomfiture of ‘Tso Tsung-Vang and 
the fire-eaters. It was so long sinco 
we had heard this misuse of a good 
English word, that we trusted it had 
been relegated to the regions beyond 
the Styx, but there are people out- 
side the Bourbons who can never 
learn and never forget, aud the samo 
claptrap absurdities which did duty 
twenty years ago, are put forward to- 
day as if they were new discoveries, 
and had never been dissipated by the 
hard logic of facts. It might. renson- 
ably be supposed that the policy of 
“strengthening,” which had driven 
Persia into the bands of Russia, had 
utterly ruined Turkey, and bad been 
the mainspring of the present Afghan 
war, might have been permitted to 
slamber for another generation at least. 
Nothing is too absnrd, however, for 
our modern doctrinaires; and the 
method of “strengthening” recom. 
mended at Peking is an instance. 
China is to be told that she is miserable 
and weak and helpless, while Russia 
is great and mighty and fearless, If 
China should still be bold enough to 
refuse tu agree to the Russian demands, 
she is to be told that the Russian 
cruisers will blockade Shanghai and 
the other Chinese ports, and that would 
be very injurious, not to China, poor 
creature, but to England and English 
and European commerce generally. 
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At one time Great Britain might 
have resented such an affront, but the 
time for that is past, so the peace 
party at Peking is to bo “strength- 
ened” by the suggestion that its yielding 
to Russia will be advantageous to 
Enropean trade, The logic nt the foot 
of this precious idea is hard to discover, 
so hard that we imagine the peace 
party will hardly bo likely to see 
and will at least be as likely to joi 
Prince Ch’an and Tso Tsung-tang in 
going for tho Russians, as be parties 
to themselves being “strengthened” 
out of existence by listening to such 
counsels ns these. In point of fact, 
it is not unlike the policy pursued 
towards Afghanistan, when unsubstantial 
promises were made to be resolved 
into nothingness when the time came 
for their execution. We do not assume 
that it is either: politic or necessary to 
interfere between Russia and China in 
the Kuldja affair, It is more dij 
fied and less likely to be embarrnss- 
ing in the faturo to confine promises 
and influence to matters which we are 
likely to be in @ position to affect use- 
fully. If Great Britain is in a position 
to guarantee the northern frontiers of 
China against Russian aggression, the 
question of policy may fairly bo di 
cussed, but if there be no possibility of 
doing so, we fail to see the benefit of 
“strengthening” either the peace or any 
othor party at Peking. The question 
of the blockade of the open ports is, 
however, a matter of more practical 
issue. It is certainly in the power of 
the Governments of Europe to prevent 
their trade being interfered with to 
settle a question between Russia and 
China in the far interior of Asia. 
Looked at in the abstract it seems 
absurd that the commerce of Europe 
with eastern Asia should be liable to 
be stopped on account of an internal 
affais which neither Europe nor Asia 
generally has any interest; it may be 
likened to an attempt to blockade Lon- 
don and Havre because there arose a 
territorial dispute between Switzerland 
and Wartemberg. Doubtless Russia 
will seek to assert ber right to coerce 
the coast trade of China, bnt we take 
it that there are other interests con- 
corned in such a proceeding besides 
those of Russia and China, and that 
the commerce of the world is a matter 
of too much importance to be bandied 
about between St. Petersburg and the 
Tsung-li Yamén. We take it that the 
principal nations of Europe will be 
quite justified in insisting that tho 
Kuldja dispute be localised, and that 
they be not made the scapegoat in the 
present dispute between Peking and 
St. Petersburg. Such a policy would 
be readily understood by both parties 
to the dispute, and we take it, its 
snnouncement would do more towards 
strengtbening the peace party at Pe- 
king and in Russia than any palnver 
about the relative strength of the two 
countries. 
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DIETETIC COMBINATIONS. 
Te latest dietetic combination or 
guild having as its bond of union 
specific rules as to what its members 
shall eat, drink and avoid, is called after 
the prophet Dauiel, The association 
was founded by a Mr. T. W. Richard- 
son, a student of medicine and a 
vegetarian. The organization has a 
form of initiation, degrees, badges, 
scarfs, and other paraphernalia. Each 
member takes a solemn vow to abstain 
entirely from fish, flesh and fowl, from 
spirituous and malt liquors, from snuff 
and tobaeco. A solemn pledge of 
secrecy is then given and the candidate 
is ushered into the garden or lodge. 
We do not suppose that the Danielites 
will be a very numerous or influential 
body, but the numberof societies that are 
being formed on the basis of a common 
diet is increasing, aud the multiplication 
of such organizations is worthy of uotice. 
It is curious how a renunciation of 
wine unites persons in Europe just as a 
renunciation of beef unites persons in 
China. What beverage a man shall driuk 
is unquestionably of great importauce, 
bat it is not the only consideration in 
the world, It is highly objectionable 
to have a subject, which, after all, is 
secondary and subordinate to many 
other subjects, thrast forward na the 
one issue which has to be contested— 
the pivot around which religion and 
morals, intellect aud politics, are to 
revolve. We can make allowances for 
the feelings of those who are engaged 
in the hand to band contest with a 
monster abuse. They seo nothing else. 
‘When Burke was preparing his case 
againet Warren Hastings he saw 
nothing but pillaged natives, desolated 
provinces, and outraged Begums ; when 
Wilberforce and Brougham denounced 
slavery the foreground of their minds 
was occupied with ghastly pictures of 
the horrors of the middle passage. It is 
a necessary condition of the philanthro- 
pist’s mind that the images in it are out 
of proportion. No one perbaps over 
attempted with success to remove a 
great abuse, or series of abuses, unless 
he had first lashed himself into a con. 
viction that the well-being of the 
universe depended on the triumph of 
the cause he defended and the over- 
throw of the opposition to it. ‘This 
being so, and intemperance being un- 
questionably a grievons national curse, 
we cannot wonder that the advocates 
of the cause of Temperance are apt to 
make a great noise, and now and then 
by their very clamour to irritate men 
who have not been dragged face to 
face with the evils of intemperance, 
and learned by experience its dangerous 
and destructive effects. A man who 
bas just rescued a wife from the 
clutch or the bludgeon of an intoxicated 
husband, or who bas seen a family 
reduced to penury by the extravagance 
and the recklessness of a gin-drinking 
wife, is not disposed to mince his words 
and toselect the mildest adjectives in the 
dictionary when he spenks of alcohol 
and its effects, Bnt at the same time 

















he must recollect that the majority of 
his hearers, if he is on a platform, or 
of his readers, if he is a writer in 
magazine, cannot be expected to share 
this ardent enthusiaem. They receive at 
second-hand impressions that have been 
presented to him with terrible vividness, 
and certified to him by “the sensible 
and true avouch of bis own eyes.” 
And it is the strength of philanthropic 
conviction which blinds the strong 
advocates of total abstinence pure and 
simple to the danger of legislation in 
this matter. This danger is extremely 
well explained by Lord Hartington in 
his recent election speech at Colne, 
The Marquis said, “if I cannot approve 
of the principles of the Permissive Bill, 
it is because I cannot think that it 
is consistent with the principles of 
individual and personal liberty, that 
a majority should, for an object, how- 
ever good, be enabled to say to 
the minority, ‘You shall not’ sell, 
you shall not use such and such 
things, because there is a minority, 
as I believe, which is prepared to 
abuse their use.’” This packs the whole 
question at issue into a small space, 
and contains the point which the total 
abstainers in our judgment lose sight 
of. In their generons anxiety to check 
crime, misery and death, they fail to 
see that if legislation interfered, we 
might find we had surrendered a prin. 
ciple too sacred and important to bo 
let go on any pretence whatever, tho 
principle of liberty, At the same time 
man must be blind who does not see 
the good done everywhere by the 
‘Temperance advocates. We may smile 
at their zeal, we mny say that they ride 
their hobby too hard, bat they have 
undoubted triumphs to recapitulate, 
and the benefits of the movemout have 
been as conspicnous in Shanghai as in 
auy place of its size and population 
with which we are acquainted. There 
‘are two steps which we should like 
to see taken before wo find our 
selves in the midst of summer, and the 
Municipal Council and the Temperance 
societies would earn the gratitude of 
the community if they set about taking 
them without delay. ‘The first is the 
establishment of coffee shops in Hong- 
kew. The sailors who come ashore 
get drank because they bave no means 
of procuring unintoxicating liquors at 
band. We think a few tea and coffee 
bars would be a boon to the seamen, 
aud would in time become self-support- 
ing. The second step that we should 
Tike to see taken is a more thorough 
supervision of the liquor called gin 
retailed to the unfortunate mariners in 
Hongkew. The most violent opponent of 
permissive bill wonld admit that the 
article sold should bearsome resemblance 
tothe spirit from which it takes its name.

with propriety write either a hostile or a 
eulogistic review of a work which has 
appeared in our own columns and emanates 
from our own office. Still the nature- of 
the publication allows us to remind our 
readers of the nature and importance of 
the yellow-covered volume, and to recall to 
them some of the more characteristic and 
interesting notifications which the Gazettes, 
published during the 4th and 5th years of 
His Imperial Majesty Kwang Sii, have con- 
tained. We are enabled to do this with 
great ease, as the contents of the Peking 
Gazette have been indexed for purposes of 
classification under six principal headings, 
viz.:—Court Affairs, Judicial and Revenue 
Administration, Civil and Military Admin- 
istration, Instruction, Worship and Usages, 
External Relations and the Provinces. 
One of the most marked events of last year 
ceremonial in connection with 
ion of the remains of the late 
Emperor and his wife in the Mausolea 
prepared for their reception. A loan of 
‘Tis, 30,000 from Chibli was obtained to 
assist in defraying the exponses of this 
funeral pageant. ‘The whole business seems 
to have been terribly mismanaged—the 
Mausolea and the obsequies have been 
the plea for demands on the resources 
of the country at a time of peculiar im- 
poverishment, The Gazette of 24th Septem- 
ber states that debts have accumulated to 
over Tis, 70,000, exclusive of earlier loans, 
and it will tax the financing abilities of 
the guardians of the Treasury to save 
ruinous exposures of malversation and abuse. 
But while there is unfortunately over- 
powering evidence of the connivance of 
high officials at acts of dishonesty, there 
aro declarations of resolute purpose to 
roform abuses, and decrees recommending 
parsimony and probity in abundance. In 
one Gazette the extravagance and waste 
entailed by the multiplicity of chu, or 
supplementary establishments for the con- 
duct of public business, is severely con- 
sured. In another, dated three months 
Inter, we find His Majesty moved to 
tho deepest disgust when he thinks of 
the abuses in civil and military adminis- 
tration, and hears how the magistrates 
in all the provinces are constantly in 
the habit of oppressing and tyrannising 
over the people as seems to them good. 
The levy of lekin is spoken of in another 
issue as countenanced only in the face of 
most absolute necessity, by reason of the 
insufficiency of funds for the pay of the 
soldiers, and those officers who search for 
dutiable articles and demand payment in a 
vexatious and petty way aresternly rebuked. 
‘There seems to the observer, who is unac- 
quainted with Chinese methods of proce- 
dure, to be no lack of zeal on the part of 
the Government, but there is the old contra- 
diction which can never be reconciled 
between profession and practice. “The Head 
of the State recommends justice, parsi- 
mony and honesty in aloud voice, and in an 
undertone demands vast supplies of ready 
money to gratify hungry Court harpies, 
and these enormous sums, as all concerned 
are well awate, can only be obtained by 
systematic squeezing and oppression of 
every kind. 

We are asked in the preface to observe 
the attention which the state of the Grand 





























Canal and Yellow River demand, and 
the value of the former as a com- 
mereial highway is insisted on by the 
late Governor-General Shén in a document. 
which deserves consideration. The long 
memorial of Hsi Jung, given at page 45, 
containing a series of proposals for the 
conservation and improvement of the water- 
ways of Kiangnan, is worth reading as a 
proof that observant men all over the 
Empire are penetrated with a sense of the 
importance of doing something towards 
the preservation of the great engineering 
works which were constructed in the better 
days of China’s history, and are now fall- 
ing to ruin.—There are signs of disaffection, 
of course, perceptible in different provinces, 
but the Government appears to be overy- 
where strong enough to crush these tur- 
bnlent movements. Early in the year, the 
Annamese and border rebels under Liu 
‘Te-chang-erh were completely routed. The 
insurgents were put to the sword, and their 
strongholds destroyed. ‘The banditti, who 
had leagued themselves into a sworn 
brotherhood in Anhui, were quelled, and 
later the ringleaders of an affiliated society in 
Szechuen were put to death by the ling ch’ih. 
process.—The illustrations of manners and 
beliefs, which we find in these pages, are 
manifold and instructive. We read how on 
agiven day in October the summer official 
hat is changed for the winter one ; how the 
‘Emperor witnessed a theatrical perform- 
ance on his birthday; how the iron 
tablet from the Dragon Temple in the 
Han-tan district in Chihli was escorted to 
the Imperial Palace in order that supplica- 
tions for rain might daily be made before 
it; how the rain came down before the 
tablet arrived, and how it was ordered to 
be sent to Shansi, but curiously enough 
the rain, with the promptitude which it 
displayed after the prayer of a certain 
Scotch divine, immediately flooded Shansi 
with a torrent of water, and so the wonder- 
working piece of metal was sent back with 
a largely enhanced reputation. We read 
how an unfortunate man’s body was drag- 
ged out of its grave in An-ch’in and burnt, 
on the suspicion of being a “ drought 
goblin,” and how on the first day of the 
year the wind was in the N.E., and be- 
tokened loagevity and plenty.—We maysay, 
in brief, ‘hat this volume of the Peking 
Gazette presents an accurate picture of that 
combination of intelligence and triviality 
which characterizes the China of to-day, 
and is well worth attentive perusal. 

‘We must not omit to notice anew feature 
in the publication in the shape of a 
Biographical Table of the high officials 
composing the central and provincial gov- 
ernments of China, which first appeared in 
the China Review but has been revised to 
the end of 1879. From this appendix we 
quote the following note, “Mr. Galton in 
his “Hereditary Genius,” fixes the value 
of the epithet ‘eminent,’ when used in that 
work as one in 4,000, and “illustrious” as 
one ina million. ‘The distinction at home, 
which bears most resemblance to that of 
Primus in China, is perhaps that of Senior 
Wrangler at Cambridge. Taking 23 as 
the average age of entrance to the Matkema- 
tical Tripos, there will be 37 Senior 
Wranglers alive at one time, 37 being the 




















expectation of life for a man at 23 years of 
age. The number of males in Great 
Britain is nearly'16 millions, Taking the 
same proportion as in China, viz. 3 of 
that number as the area of selection, or 
3,200,000, a Senior Wrangler would be one 
in $6,500. ‘This comparison will not bear 
scrutiny ; it is suggested merely as a help 
towards forming a rough idea of the valuo 
of degrees in China.”

The Life and Work

We have only to call the attention of 
our readers to this work, as in the literary 
and theological reviews its merits have 
been discussed at great length, and it has 
now distinctly taken its place in literature, 
Itrelates the life-work of the great Christian 
missionary apostle, and gives brilliant 
summaries rather than translations of the 
Epistles. The popular Life of St. Paul 
by Messrs, Conybeare and Howson con- 
tained independent and original trans- 
lations of the letters, but Canon Farrar 
desires to show the special object of these 
communications and their bearing on tho 
circumstances of the churches; and this 
he does in a series of paraphrases which 
help the English reader to understand the 
more difficult passages. ‘The previous pub- 
lications of tho author, notably the Life 
of Christ, have prepared us for vivid word- 
painting and superb descriptions of sconery 
and of persons, No one can bring a sceno 
before one with greater skill than Canon 
Farrar. He has been accused of redund- 
ant and gaudy rhetoric, and of a want 
of quiet dignity and the simplicity suit- 
able to the great subjects which he 
handles, ‘These charges may be partially 
true, but we imagine that he adopted 
that peculiar style advisedly, and with 
a view to combat the lifeless conven- 
tionality of the usual orthodox treatmont. 
It is impossible to read Canon Farrar's 
account of such events as the conversion, 
the disturbanco at Ephesus, and the final 
imprisonment, without realizing the scenes 
and circumstances with extraordinary vivi 
ness. The one point whore St. Paul fails 
to come into contact with the modern 
mind is touched on in two lines at page 18, 
“There are few writers, who, to judgesolely 
from their writings, seem to have been less 
moved by the beauties of the external 
world.” ‘The explanation given is that St. 
Paul was to be classed in the cataloguo of 
“souls in which the burning heat of somo 
transfusing purpose calcines every other 
thought, every other desire, every other 
admiration.” A careful perusal of these 
two volumes will convince the reader of the 
truth of this remark, but at the same time 
we do not lose the wonderful peculiarity 
of the Apostle’s character, viz., the union 
of devotion to one central idea with the 
widest sympathy with the prejudices of 
others, ‘The passage at the end where the 
characteristics of St. Paul are compared with 
those of Savonarola, Bernard of Clairvaux, 
Xavier, St. Gregory and other religious 
champions isa worthy close to a book which 
cannot fail to do good. 
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‘NEWCHWANG. 


An occasional correspondent writes us as 
follows :—The Taotai at this port isa gentle- 
man of anomalous disposition. From all 
accountshe is a liberal and generousman, yet 
some of his actions display the very reverse 
of these qualities. He is the promoter of an 
institution for the relief of starving natives, 
who obtain food and clothing, and having 
come to the conclusion that the trading 
classes, by their modes of buying, selling, 
and paying for commodities, injure the well- 
being of the poorer portion of the popul 
tion, he has interfered so by his edicts wi 
the ‘time-honoured custom of “Kuo-lu 
(moving debits and credits from one to 
another, or bartering piece goods, opium, 
etc., against pulse, cake, oil, ete.) that the 
business of the port is practically in stati 
quo, and the means which he himself 
Gepends on for the duc payment of the 
farm tax, which he has to remit to Peking, 
are getting small and beautifully las. 
Placards have been posted praising the 
‘Taotai, as is usual with the Celestial when 
he means to blame, lauding him to the 
skies, certainly not damning him with 
faint’ praise, but flattering him to his 
heart’s content, if only he did not know that 
it is all my eye and Elizabeth swallow.” 
On asking a friendly merchant how it is 
that there are such short arrivals of goods 
and ships, and consequently such falling 
off in shipments, the Taotai was told that 
his restrictions are principally the cause of 
it. ‘The poor man feels the truth of the 
answer, but what is he to do? He would 
ose face immensely if he called back, and 
meanwhile his revenue is nowhere. So much 
for his stupid interference in business, 

Let us examine his anomalous position in 
another aspect. From one of your issues 
in tho beginning of this month, we learn 
that the Taotai has given a very handsome 
sum towards a library founded on the basis 
of similar institutions at Chefoo and Amoy, 
presumably under foreign auspices, and the 
community have met for the purpose of 
carrying out the scheme under the presid- 
ency of our worthy Consul, ‘The primary 
object is of course to teach the Chinesesome- 
thing of the evilisation of Western nations, 
and I firmly beliove the Taotai, by his liberal 
subscription, wishes to show his appre 
tion of the plan. Does he then feel hiow fa 
behind us he is in, let us say, the adminis- 
tration of Justice? ‘The following facts will 
show, not that he feels his shortcomings, 
but that ho has much to learn before he cant 
arrive at what is due to his fellow-man, 
At the fire which occtirred during the 
winter (in January last) some scoundrels 
looted part of a foreign store, and, on the 
complaint of the British Consul being 
forwarded, arrests were made, and some 
of the property, if not all, was restored. 
Whether any of the prisoners were tried 
and found guilty or innocent we don’t 
know, but by this time we learn that all 
have been released, except one, n young 
fellow, whose name is Wang, and who was 
a cook in foreign employment. As he was 
illegally made prisoner, i.e. being in 
foreign service, he should not have been 
taken without a warrant from his master’s 
Consul. Some efforts have been made for 
his release, particularly as he is only held as 
a kind of hostage, and has not been tried 
for any offence. - Of his guilt or innocence 
I do not wish to speak, indeed I should not 
be at all surprised to find that he is a very 
bad hat, for some of the stolen articles, it is 
said, were actually hidden in his master’s 
Kitchen. The point I have to deal with is 
the fact that the prisoners detained ‘until 
his uncle comes forward to give his evidence 
in the presence of his nephew.” Such an 
event is not likely to happen, for if giving 
evidence means the kind of treatment the 
nephew has had to bear in the shape of 
























































bamboo beatings till it makes one’s flesh 
creep at the bare mention of it, it is very 
unlikely the uncle will enter an appear- 
ance. Now don't you think, Sir, that the 
‘Taotai’s sense of justice in the case quoted 
above is rather iticonsistent with his desire 
to have western ideas inculcated in the 
minds of Chinese? If so I hold that his 
disposition is rather anomalous. What 
a fine opportunity at the next meet- 
ing of our “Chinese Occidental Literary 
Institution” to give our friendly Taotai 
his first lesson in Law and Equity, hardly 
that even, common sense, if he has any, 
should teach him the absurdity of “im- 
prisoning a nephew as hostage for his 
uncle.” Unfortunately common sense, 
justice, and all other virtues, must fall 
before such tyranny. Onur liberal-minded 
Taotai does not even regard courtesy 
towards his colleagues as a necessity, or 
the youth would have been released 
Jong “ago, as were the other prisoners. 
It is a very bad precedent to allow the 
Chinese authorities to arrest a servant in 
foreign employment without a warrant 
from the master’s Consul, and unless such 
irregularity bo strongly objected to, it is 
impossible to say how far the Taotai’s con- 
tempt for the treaty may lead him. The 
next employé so treated may be of more 
importance than a cook, and greater incon- 
venience may be the consequence than just 
the loss of one’s dinner; anyhow it i 
opening the door for every kind of black- 
mail that the Taotai’s satellites may feel 
disposed to levy, even if it do not lead 
to a serious breach of the peace, for every 
foreigner may not be disposed to be inter- 
fered with by the native executive, and if 
Consuls, who are supposed to be appointed 
for the protection of foreign interests, fail 
in their duty, it may lead to much trouble, 
perhaps war between China and other 
countries.

HANKOW. 


‘The steamer Breconshire is expected to 
leave in a day or two for Shanghai. On 
her arrival she will go into dock to repair 
the damages sustained in her recent 
collision with the Moscow. The freshets 
of the river Han have made it extremely 
difficult for the large ocean steamers to 
ride safely in the harbour, and it is 
said that ton anchors have’ been lost. 
The disturbance of the current of the river 
caused the accident to the Breconshire 
and the damage she did to herself and 
the steamer Moscor. The 0.8.8. Co.'s 
steamer Achilles has also been placed in 
an awkward position, but fortunately she 
sustained no damage and managed to keep 
clear of the other steamers near her. She 
finished loading on the Ist inst, so far as 
her Hankow cargo was concerned. She was 
to leave the following morning, and it was 
reported she would call in at Kiukiang and 
fill up with about 400 tons more tea, which 
was awaiting her there. Steam was got up 
and everything made ready to start early 
inthe morning, She was moored at the 
Company’s hulk, but when she wanted to 








leave, the strength of the current was so | & 


great that she could not get into position 
to go down the river. ‘Then it was found 
that her port anchor had fouled a chain the 
Petersburg had slipped, and she had to do 
likewise and leave an anchor and twelve 
or fourteen fathoms of chain behind. Free 
from this difficulty, and clear of the hulk, 
still another misfortune awaited her, for 
she took the ground at a place where she 
had beenatanchor for two weeks previously, 
and where the water had since risen. She 
was broadside on the current, and the other 








steamers not knowing where she might be 

carried when floated, moved out of her way. 

The steamer Shanghai towed her off, and 

then with difficulty her head was got down 

the river and she steamed out of port, none 

the worse for her unpleasant manceuvres, 
3rd June.

H.M.S. Moorken arrived at Pagoda 
Anchorage from Tamsui and Keelung on 
the 26th ult. 

‘From native soutces we learn that several 
cases of cholera have recently ocourred at 
the town of Min-ngan and other places 
between Pagoda Anchorage and Sharp 
Peak. The city and suburbs of Foochow, 
however, appear to be happily free from 
this unwelcome visitation. 

The total subscriptions to the Irish 
Famine Relief Fund amouut to $1,789.50 
—from which the sum of £300 (in two 
remittances of £200 and £100  res- 
pectively) at an exchange of 3s. 10d. 
$1,600, has been forwarded by  tele- 
graphi¢ transfer to the Duchess of Marl- 
borough's Fund. ‘The cost of two tele- 
grams, and petty expenses involved an 
outlay of £48.80—leaving a balance in 
hand of $140.70, which sum will be remitted 
inasight draft by the next outgoing mail. 
In closing the subscription lists, the Cum- 
mittee desire to thank the community for 
its generons response to their appeal.

And we cau only hope that 
his valuable services will not escape due 
recognition in the proper quarter; and that 
he may find some new field of public nsefal- 
ness amidst the whirligig of Cousin 
Jonathan's numerousshiftingappointments. 

With much regret we have to announce 
the death of Mr. James Carroll, who for 
many years past occupied the important 
post of Principal in the School of 
Practical Navigation at the Mamoi 
Arseual. The deceased gentleman was 
born at Saltash in Cornwall, and was 
educated at the Greenwich Naval School.

‘A very interesting ceremony took place 
at the Kushan Monastery on the night 
of the 15th ult. ‘The occasion was the 
initiation of thiry-five Buddhist priests, 
some of whom had travelled several 
hundred miles for the purpose. ‘Tho 
strictly religious function commenced at 
about 8 p.m., and terminated at about 3 
a.m, More than three hundred priests 
were in attendance, and the “ordina- 
tion” service was conducted by the abbot, 
a solemn-visaged, but by no means 
unprepossessing old gentleman. ‘The pri 
cipal feature of the ceremony cor 
burning several small holes—varying from 
three to nine in number—on the clean- 
shaven cranium of each of the candidates, 
‘This painful operation was perforined by 
the abbot, and appeared to make some of 
the novices winee, but the bulk of them sub- 
mitted to the severe discipline without any 
outward show of repugnance. In reply to a 
question, one of these “newly ordained” 
monks, the top of whose skull was a mass of 
fresh-buent sures, explained that, if the 
heart of the aspiring bonze were only true, 
Buddha would protect him from’ acute 

; but that bad men could not endure 

“For my own part,” said 
divine, “I went through the 
ordeal like a rock.” 

‘Teamen are, itis needless to state, longing 
foran early opening of the Foochow Market; 
and almost superhuman eiforts are being 
made by these cunning trade-nnionists to 
“forge the running.” But the 
will not bite; and in sober truth, why 
should he?

Pehling leaf is ahout equal to the average 
of 1879; while Pan Yongs, Yung Hows, 
and ‘Tang Hung ‘Tongs are unmistakeably 
below last season’s standard.

BONGKONG. 

HE. Chevalier Callado, of the Brazilian 
Embassy to China, says the China Mail, 
landed from the Vital de Oliveira on the 
28th ult., and took up his residence at the 
Hotel d'Univers, Admiral S. de Motta, 
the Brazilian Ambassador, aceredited to 
the Court at Peking, remained on board 
and it was understood he would not make 
an official landing for the present. On the 
2nd inst. the Embassy and suite were to 
pay a visit to Canton, under the guidance 
of Mr. Romano, returning in a few days. 
The corvette Vital de Oliveira will prob- 
ably leave Hongkong in about-the middle 
of June, when she will continue her 
cruise to Yokohama, San Francisco, and 
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Guatemala, while the members of the Em- 
Dassy, on ‘receipt of further instructions 
from the Brazilian Government, expected 
daily, will proceed northward by one of the 
usual mail steamers or other coasting 
packets, calling at Shanghai. 

‘The Italian corvette Vittor Pisani, Cap- 
tain His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Genoa, left on the 30th ult. for Manila, 
and from thence she will proceed to North 
Corea. The Daily Press is pleased to learn 
that Mr, D. Musso, the Italian Consul, 
has received a decoration from the hands 
of His Royal Highness Prince Thomas of 
Savoy, Duke of Genoa. The Prince, in 
one of his many visits to the Italian Gon- 
sul’s house, accompanied by his aide-de- 
camp, Count Candiani, and Commander 
Millelire, presented Mr. Musso with the 
order of the Cross of the Crown of Italy, 
and Mrs. Musso with a most beautiful gold 
locket, containing a miniature painting of 
His Royal Highness, the outside being 
adorned with the Royal Crown and the 
Prince's monogram set in brilliants. When 
making the presentation His Royal High- 
ness addressed sume graceful remarks to 
the recipients. 

‘The same paper reports that a lament- 
able case of drowning occurred during the 
voyage of the Powan to Canton on the 
night of the 28th ult. Mr. Nelson Spratt, 
son of Mr. W. B, Spratt, of the Cosino- 
politan Dock, wasapassenger by the steamer. 
‘After partaking of a hearty dinner, at a 
quarter-past eight o'clock he took a chair 
on the fore deck, in which he sat, and, 
smoking a cigar, placed his feet upon the 
iron rail which is three feet high from the 
deck. In this position he was seen asleep, 
and at nine o'clock, when abreast of Lintin, 
about two miles from land, Mr. Lawrence, 
second officer, who was on watch in front 
of the wheel-house, saw Mr, Spratt get up 
and walk towards aft. ‘Two minutes after- 
wards a European sailor, a passenger to 
‘Whampoa, who was in the after part of the 
vessel, heard Mr. Spratt, when clear of the 
vessel's stern, cry out two or three times 
for help. This ‘sailor gave the alarm of 
man overboard,” and the ery was quickly 
taken up by those on board. A life- 
buoy was thrown over, the engines 
prometly stopped, and boat contain 

Mr. Pugh, chief officer, was lowere 
with great’ celerity. ‘The Powan steamed 
around the supposed spot whore Mr. Spratt 
fell, and after an hour's search, the boat 
‘was recalled without finding any traces of 
the unfortunate young man or the life- 
buoy. Immediately upon the alarm being 
given, Captain Carey, who was in his cabin, 
and only a few feet from where Mr. Spratt 
was sitting, turned out and went upon 
the bridge, and it was only then that on 
inquiry it’ was found that Mr, Spratt 
was missing, About fifteen feet from the 
chair was also a Chinaman on the look-out, 
and he neither saw nor heard anything of 
the occurrence, but it appears Mr. Spratt 
was seen to fall from the upper deck by a 
boy who was looking out of the gangway at 
the time, and who says he saw him strike 
one of the windows in the descent, but the 
blow apparently did not injure him as he 
was afterwards seen afloat astern of the 
vessel. ‘The height from the rail to the 
water was twenty-one feet. The weather 
at the time was a little hazy, the stars shin- 
fig, and the sea calm. ‘The tide was just 
on the flood, and a very little current run- 
ning towards Namtow, Sun On. Captain 
Garey, on arrival at Canton, wrote to 
Mr. Spratt in Hongkong and very thought- 
fully furnished him with a chart of the 
place where the accident occurred. Mr. 
Spratt with a few friends, after seeing Cap- 
tain Carey, who had arrived from Canton 
early, and getting further information, left 
in two steam launches for the scene of the 
accident, and returned to Hongkong last 
evening at seven o'clock without success, 
Mr. Nelson Spratt was but 23 years of age, 
and arrived in this Colony in 1874 ; since 
then he has been an active agent of the 























Cosmopolitan Dock, in which he was a 
partner before the present company was 
formed. In his business relations he had 
made many friends, who will deeply 
sympathise with the father of the unfor- 
tunate young man in his present bereave- 
In token of respect Messrs. Russell 
lag and the flag at the Cosmopolitan 
Docks were lowered to half-mast, as also 
those of several vessels in the harbour. 





NAGASAEI. 

It is very questionable if Nagasaki 
harbour ever presented a livelier appear- 
ance than it did on Monday the 24th ult., 
on the occasion of the anniversary of the 
birth of Queen Victoria. ‘There were an 
unusually large number of men-of-war and 
merchant vessels present, all of which, 
with the exception of two, dressed ship. 
The Iron Duke displayed the Royal Standard 
from the main, and fired the salute, which 
was returned by the fort. The splendid 
band on board the Vigilant discoursed 
sweet music during the greater part of the 
day, and the whole was further enhanced 
by the lovely weather with which we are 
now being favoured. 

‘The Iron Duke and Vigilant were to leave 
for Kobe on the 20th ultimo, and it, was 
probable the latter would call at Kagoshima 
en route, After the departure of these two 
vessels there would be H.M.’s gunboat 
Fly in harbour and the Russian gunboat 
Gornostai, which was hourly expected to 
leave for Shanghai. 

A woman named Okuma, thirty-two years 
of age, residing in Oura, recently discarded 
her former lover, Mori Otokichi, and mar- 
ried a man named Matsuwo ‘Tomotaro, of 
Oura. Otokichi, enraged at being thus 
slighted, vowed to be revenged on both his 
false lover and his successful rival at the 
first opportunity ; to carry out which pur- 
pose he bought a sword at a second-hand 
shop. ‘Time passing on without the coveted 
circumstances occurring, he determined to 
wait no longer. cordingly, armed with the 
sword, on the 25th ult. he proceeded to the 
house occupied by Tomotaro and his wife. 
Arriving at the door at 1 a.m., he knocked, 
and demanded to be admitted. Okuma, 
hearing his voice, recognised it, and taking 
into consideration recent circumstances and 
the unusual hour, became afraid, and 
secreted herself. Tomotaro, unaware of the 
extent to which the night visitor was armed, 
proceeded to answer the summons, and to 
a request asking if Okuma was at home, he 
thought it advisable to answer in the nega- 
tive. Whereupon Otokichi, accusing him 
of falschood, rushed in, and after quarrel- 
ling for several seconds, he drew his sword 
and cut Tomotaro several times across the 
face until he fell, and then, with the weapon 
covered with the blood of the husband in 
his hands, he proceeded in search of the 
wife. Being unable to find her he concealed 
himself in a dark place, to watch for her 
appearance. ‘The neighbours having heard 
the noise, some ventured out to ascertain 
the cause, whilst other were too frightened 
to open theirdoors. Amongst those assem- 
bled on the scene, were two brothers, named 
Sudzuki Katsugoro and Sudzuki Gosaburo, 
who led the people in search of Otokichi. 











| Considerable time elapsed before his where- 


abouts was discovered, but towards day- 
light, a man was perceived standing on the 
rovf of a house, who, upon closer acquaint- 
ance, shouted out that “he was the man 
who had killed Tomotaro, whose wife he 
was now in search of, and if anyone stood 
in his way he would kill him also.” With 
this, he jumped down, and all the people 
ran’ away, excepting the two brothers, 
between whom and Otokichi a severe strug- 
gle ensued. One of the brothers was armed 
with a spear, and after several narrow 
escapes, they succeeded in obtaining the 
mastery, but not before Otokichi was 
wounded to such an extent that he expired 
at the Hospital at noon the following day. 








‘Tomotaro still lies in a very precarious 
state, and his recovery is a matter for con.

HIOGO. 


The Annual Athletic Sports of the KR. 
and A.C. take place on the 22nd ult., and 
although the entries were not quite so 
numerous as on previous occasions, the 
meeting was a most interesting and suecess- 
ful one. 

‘Messrs. Kirby & Co., of the Kobe Iron 
Works, have recently built a fine steamer, 
for Japanese owners, and intended for 
the tea trade between Shimidsu and 
Yokohama, She is named the Miho-marw, 
and_is the largest steamer yet built 
in Kobe, everything about her having been 
made at the Kobe Iron Works. She is a 

ing screw steamer, 220 tons gross, 
capacity 130 tons ; 182 feet in 
length of deck, and 20 feet beam ; with 
surface condensing engines of 48-horse 
power, A trial trip took place on the 22nd 
ult., and everything worked ‘so well,—a 
speed of nine knots being registered, —that 
the Japanese at once took over the vessel. 
Messrs. Kirby may be congratulateds on 
having built, and the owners in having 
acquired such a strong, staunch, and sea 
worthy vessel as the Miho-maru. 

‘The mineral wealth of Japan is gradually 
being developed, and evidences of the 
vast extent of that wealth are frequently 
brought to public notice. ‘The gold, silver, 
copper, and lead mines belonging to the 
Government, and others owned by private 
individuals are believed to be very rich, 
and capable of producing great results if 
they were efficiently worked. The coal 
mines of Japan also promise a sufficiency 
which will last for ages and supply other 
countries with as much as they can 
take. ‘The Takashima mine is the best 
example of what can be done; the out- 
turn at which was recently reported to 
average 1,600 tons per day. Some particu- 
lars are now given in the Osaka Nippo 
of a great coal field at Kiyase, a town 
in Chikuzen, and on the main’ road of 
Kiushiu ; the town is also described as 12 ré 
distant from Hakata, Chikuzen, and about 
6 ri from Kokura,’ Buzen, and Monji, 

i is the nearest port. 
id to extend from a 
yama, a distance of 
over 9 ri, and it is estimated that the supply 
will be sufficient to yield 30,000 piculs every 
day for over one hundred years. The 
Assistant Vice-Minister of Public Works 
has inspected the locality in company with 
an Englishman, and it has been decided to 
construct a railway for carrying the coal, 
a survey having already been made for 
a distance of 8 ri, between Kiyase and 
Monji, Buzen, opposite to Shimonoseki, 
Itis said that the railway will be constructed 
at one-third of the expense per ri of the 
line between Kobe and Otsu. The station 
for transportation of coal will be Monji;

COREA. 


We learn from the newspapers received 
from Japan yesterday that upon the ap- 
proach of the American frigate Ticonderoga 
to the coast of Corea, the officials and people 
became greatly excited, and when it was 
known that she was an -American ship 
memory of past events served to increase 
their dismay. It seems that the vessel 
arrived there at 11 a.m. on the 14th May, 
and anchored at a distance of about 20 cho 
(2,000 yards) from the land. A Japanese 
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corvette which was at anchor in the 
neigbourhood fired a salute, which was 
immediately answered by the American 
vessel, which was bearing the flag of 
Commodore Shufeldt, and the object 
‘of his visit was to negotiate a treaty of 
friendship and commerce between Corea 
‘and the United States. The Commodore, 
it seems from the Nichi Nichi Shinbun, 
requested Mr. Kondo, the Japanese Consul, 
to grant his good offices as a medium of 
communication between the Corean Gov- 
ernment and himself, which Mr. Kondo 
readily undertook to perform, and next 
morning the latter procured an interview 
with Governor Hakufu and explained to 
him what the American Government desired. 
"The interview, in spite of the eloquence of 
Mr. Kondo, ‘was far from satisfactory. 
Phe Governor, among other questions put 
to Mr. Kondo, with gestures of the 
most respectful courtesy, asked, “Is the 
country known to usas ‘Melikan’ identical 
with America?” Mr. Kondo answered in the 
aflirmative, whereupon the Governor, with 
an angry countenance, rejoined, ‘* America 
is the enemy of Corea, and once threatened 
to bombard our cities in the bay of Kokwa.” 
‘He subsequently continued, “It is quite 
immaterial whether Japan concerns herself 
in this matter or not, we will never accept 
any propo: 

intercourse with Americ: 
finding his negotiations fruitless, returned 
and communicated to Commodore Shufeldt 
the result of his interview, whereupon the 
latter announced his determination to await 
ecial instructions from his Government: 
before proceeding: forther in the matter. 
Commodore Shufeldt did not fail to express 
his thanks to Mr, Kondo for his kind exer- 
tions, The Commodore, it is said, finding 
no means of accomplishing his end, quitted 
Corea at 5 a.m. on the 17th ult., thinking 
that it would be best for him to return 
to Japan and consult with the American 
‘Minister to that country, and then make 
‘another trip to Corea. After the departure 
of the American ship a volley of guns was 
fired from the castle of Fusan as a sort of 
formal indication to the people of the glori- 
ous exclusion of foreigners. § 

Another Japanese Paper, says -—Since 
the attack on Kokwa the hatred of the 
Coreans towards Americans is so inveterate 
that even small children are disposed to show 
resentment at the sight of the latter. It 
is very ridiculous that they think themselves 
capable of defeating foreign nations. s 
arrogant feeling of the Coreans seems to 
have had itsorigin intheirrepeated successes 
in the expulsion of both French and 
Americans on tho occasion of the attacks in 
1866 and in 1871. The Corean Government 
has lately issued orders for the recruiting of 
new soldiers, and rumours have stated that 
the reason for this proceediny is the inten- 
tion to defend Torai ju and Fusan against 
American vessels. 

From the Japan Gazette it seems that 
a Russian mission hasalso been sent to Corea 
to negotiate a treaty of friendship and 
commerce between the two countries, and 
has likewise been unsuccessful. The letter 
or proposition sent to the Corean authorities 
having been rejected, an armed party was 
sent on shore to demand an explanation, 
or reasons for rejection, from the Governor. 
On the approach of the armed party, the 
officers and sentries posted near the 
residence of the Governor ran towards the 
gates of the town to close them agsinst the 

arbarians. The Governor, however, had 
an interview with the officer in charge of 
the expedition, the latter making the 
pertinent inquiry how it was the Coreans 
were unwilling to make a treaty with Russia 
while satisfied to do so with Japan, a 
nation as foreign to Corea as is Russia? 
‘The reply of the Governor is unknown, and 
the Russian question is as yet unanswered. 

Tt would thus seem that the opening 
of “The Forbidden Land” is likely to 
‘be soon brought about. According to 
the Gazette, the Russian Government are 







































asking “for the good offices or mediation 
of the Japanese Government. If the 
mediation is not given, or if given, should 
proveto be ineffectual, no matter. Possiett 
is near, and at Wladivostock there is a 
Russian garrison able to spare on a pinch 
2,000 or 3,000 men to co-operate with 
Admiral Butakof's fleet. Besides, the 
Russians will not stand on ceremony, and 
there isa heap of unsettled boundary or 
frontier questions conveniently waiting for 
settlement. Commodore Shufeldt, too, is 
about to try his diplomatic persuasiveness 
‘once more, but there is reason to expect 
his ship, the Ticonderoga, will be fired upon, 
so that the negotiations are likely to be 
supplanted by more forcible arguments. 
We shall be very glad to hear that the 
British Ministers to China and Japan will 
give Commodore Shufeldt every assistance 
he may require. As the United States 
have not many small eraft in these waters, 
a few British gunboats might be placed 
under Commodore Shuifeldt’s orders, and 
the gallant officer would no doubt appreciate 
such a friendly attention, pro bono publico. 

“The Coreans may, through the interven- 
tion of the Japanese Consul at Fusan, if the 
latter is properly instructed by his Govern- 
ment, learn that resistance to the inevitable 
will only entail a sacrifice of life and 
treasure that will be avoided if the Corean 
authorities are willing to listen to reason. 
It is not to be supposed that the United 
States Government are about to despatch 
Commodore Shufeldt on this mission with- 
out a previously settled resolve to carry 
the negotiations to a satisfactory termina- 
tion. For the Coreans to attempt to resi 
overtures which have the sympathy of 
all the civilised world, will be a serious 
mistake. The time has arrived to assail 
the barrier of seclusion with which Corea 
has chosen to surround itself, and it will be 
far better for the nation to enter into a 
friendly discussion with a power they can- 
not hope to oppose, and make such terms 
as reasonable justice may dictate and the 
im of the world approve, than to 
engage in a contest which must be desperate 
from its inception, and result in an enforced 
and sullen acquiescence in a comme! 
treaty. It is not the policy of any nation 
to extort an unreasonable and injurious 
convention from an independent State, but 
commercial relations nvust be established ; 
and if this fact is conveyed to the Coreans 
much trouble may be saved them. The 
Japanese Government are in amicable accord 
with the Coreans, and their friendly inter- 
vention may be the meaus of preventing 
the latter engaging in an utterly. hopeless 
struggle against overwhelming physical 
and mental forces.” 

‘here are now over 2,000 Japanese in 
Corea, who occupy about 250 houses. 
Several eating houses, both in Japanese 
and European style, have been constructed, 
and in many ways matters appear to be 
prosperous. ‘This is not the case, however, 
with commerce, which appears to be rather 
dull. "In certain articles, such as muslins, 
calico, &c., business is only done in accord- 
ance With’ old customs which in many 
cases entail on Japanese dealers serious loss. 

In addition to the above information 
it is said that a British man-of-war, now at 
Nagasaki, intends going to Fusan, and has 
lately engaged some pilots. It also seems 
that the authorities of Torai fu have for- 
bidden all Coreans to visit Japanese resi 































































ences during the stay of any foreign men- 
of-war (other than Japanese) at the anchor- 
age, as during the late stay of the American 
man-of-war there, no Coreans, not even a 
coolie, visited the Japanese settlement. 
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‘ments connected with the levy of irregular 
troops, sale of office, ete., etc. This report 
is forwarded in answer to an Imperial 
decree ordering special attention to be paid 
to frontier defence, and economy to be 
exercised in various channels of expendi- 
ture. The military distribution of the 
province has already been undertaken by 
the memorialist, who has submitted his 
scheme to His Majesty, and now awaits the 
decision of the Board. The various towns 
and military stations will be garrisoned as 
heretofore, with their full ‘complement 
of men, “With regard to the abolition 
of special offices or departments, the 
memorialist would observe that provious 
to the cessation of the purchase system, 
these offices were necessarily many in 
number, and excessive expenditure i 
connection with them was an mavoidablo 
contingency. On the abolition of purchase, 
the majority of then were withdrawn, and 
on the succession of the memorialist to the 
Governorship, he set to work to effect 
further economies, and abolished all that 
could be dispensed with, reducing the 
expenditure of the remaining offices as- 
much as it was possible to do. Such estab- 
lishments as the tithing oftice, the office 
for the discovery of loyal and publie-spirited 
individuals, the office for the scrutiny of 
tenure of land and the like have now been 
absorbed by the Central Office of Reorgani- 
sation, while the office for the revision of 
topographical records and others of a 
similar naturo have long since been with- 
drawn. ‘There remain now only tho re- 
organisation departments, the lekin offices, 
the offices for the compilation of returns of 
expenditure in connection with education (?) 
and the transport offices. ‘The officials 
employed in these various departments 
number only a lnundred odd, and the 
annual expenditure of the whole of them, 
inclusive of wayes and all expenses, amounts 
altogether to Tis. 36,000 odd. ‘the redue- 
tions effected have placed the establishments 
on their lowest possible footing consistent 
with efficiency, and no further diminutions 
are possible, Previous to the adoption of 
the economies suggested by the memorialist, 
the annual expenditure of the province 
under this heading exceeded Tis. 3,000,000, 
and the lowest expenditure, as ean be seen 
from the returns furnished to the Board, 
was over Ts, 2,800,000. At the close of 
last year, the reductions effected by the 
memorialist lowered the expenditure to Ts. 
1,800,000, and as reported by him, at the 
close of three years, when the labours of 
the Reorganisation Office were concluded, 
further economies could be effected. ‘This 
represents the presont, condition of the 
province in the matter of expenditure under 
the heading of special departments, and 
His Majesty may rest assured that no 
unnecessary’ expenditure is now entered 
upon.—Reseript : Let the Board concerned 
take note.

(1) A decree. ‘The Court of Censors 
meniorialise that Ch'in Min-kuang, a pro- 
vincial graduate and others have presented 
a petition to the effect that Lin Wén-ming, 
a Colonel, who was living at his home in 

‘aiwan, was murdered, and that his mother 
Lin Tai shih had repeatedly appealed to 
the capital for redress, but the case had 
been pending for so long that the Court 
of Censors were solicited to beg His Majesty 
to have the case brought to Peking and 
the true facts exposed. We ave repeatedly 
issued decrees calling upon the Governor- 
General and Governor concerned ts con- 
clude this case with all promptitude, and 
eventually Ho Ching laid the circumstances 
before Us. We then directed him to fix a 
limit of time within which he must insist 
on the arrest of Lin Wan-té and the others, 
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and their production in court when the 
hearing came on. We have not yet received 
his report as to the capture or otherwise 
‘of the criminals now at large. We repeat 
‘Our instructions to Ho Ching to give posi- 
tive orders for the arrest of these individ- 
uals within a given time, and to have the 
case settled without further delay. ‘There 
is no occasion to entertain the application 
of the provincial graduate and those with 
him, that the case shall be removed to 
Peking. 

(2) A decree. We recently directed Li 
Han-chang to convey a decree to Chang 
K’ai-sung, formerly Governor-General of 
Yiin Kuei, summoning him to Peking. 
Li Han-chang now reports that Chany 
Kvai-sung has already started for the 
eapital, Ou his arrival, let him be handed 
to the Board of Civil Office, who will 
present hin to Us, when he will await Our 
summons to an audience. 

(3) Ts’én Yii-ying, Governor of Kuei- 
chow, reports the suicide ot an expectant 
istrict Magistrate, whose poverty so 
weighed npon his mind that le poisoned 
himself. The olticer in question, who had 
commenced as a volunteer soldier, had been 
promoted to his present rank for repeated 
services in the field, and the fact of the 
dead-lock in the matter of promotion, with 
the impossibility of obtaining even tempor- 
ary employment, owing to the number 
of expectants on the list, was a constant 
swutrce of trouble and grief to him. Accord- 
ing to his servant, who was sent for, 
hhe took poison during the night, and on 
the following morning having 
auswer repeated calls from outside the 
clvor, which was locked, it was forced open, 
and his master was found to be lying dead 
on his bed. He had left a testamentary 
lecter in his own handwriting, saying that 
he had been driven to destroy himself 
because of his poverty and the impossibility 
of finding the necessary means of i

In the 9%th moon of last year the 
memorialist applied for, and was granted, 
one month's leave to recrnit his’ failing 
health, and at the expiry of his leave, he 
made an effort and returned to his duties, 
His second son, a second xecretary at the 
Board of Revenue, hearing of his illness, 
obtained leave from his superiors, and pro- 
ceeded to Shansi with a physician from 
Peking. For several mouths the remedies 
tried by this physician were fruitless, till 
at last, in the hope of a speedy cure, severe 
remedies were tried, and the memorialist 
whilst still under their influence, caught a 
violent cold, and found himself scarcely able 
to walk. ‘The memorialist had almost com- 
pleted his term of office, and hoped shortly 
to obtain an andicnce of His Majesty. 
Further, on acconut of the famine, 
the military inspection and exami 
tions were postponed until the pi 
spring. Unexpectedly the memorialist 
symptoms became daily more alarming ; he 
was burning with fever, eating and sleeping 
were alike impossible, his hair aud beard 
became white, and his bones protruded like 
sticks. The slightest. mental 
attended with giddi 
power in his limbs, in addition to which the 
climate of the north-west does not agree 
with him, and for the last three 
he has been suffering from a disordered 
stomach. At the commencement of the 
spring, although it was painful to him, he 
could mount the steps of his house with the 
aid of men supporting him, but later on he 
had no comfort either sitting or lying ; 
when supporting himself at the table to 
read, he was unable to finish the document 
he was engaged in, and was under a coi 
stant fear of committing some blunder 
his duties. The physicians said that his 
illuees was attributable to his old wounds, 
to loss of blood, and the quantity of salt 
petro and sulphur which had poisoned his 
blood and veins. His present illness was 
owing to the breaking-out afresh of old 
wounds, and neither surgery nor medicine 
would cure him. Unless he took entire 
rest from his ofticial duties, his illness would 
gradually become more serious, and if he 
did not take immmediate precautions, his 
veins would become contracted. On hearing 
this, the memorialist was filled with alarm 
and grief and knew not what to do. He 
reflected that although sick, he was not old, 
how could he then willingly withdraw from 
the transaction of business? Unfortunately, 
Shansi lies in the midst of the hills, and 
there are but few there who are skilled in 
medicine. When his old sickness seized 
him, and became daily more severe, so that 
his time was thrown away and still no cure 
was affected, he felt that he was useless, 
and incapabie of serving His Majesty. 
Fortunately, the plans for the reorganisa- 
tion of the province show some prospect of 
completion; the Provincial Judge and 
‘Treasurer are both men of ability, who treat 
the people as though they were of their 
own family ; the seasons have been favour- 
able, the crops are abundant and everything 
looks promising. The memorialist hopes 























































therefore that His Majesty will give a 
favourable consideration to his request, and. 
allow him to vacate his post at the end of 
the spring or the commencement of sum- 
mer. He can then repair to some place 
where skilled medical advice is to be 
obtained, and spend half a year in the care 
of his health, after which he hopes that he 
will be sufficiently recovered to return ab 
once to Peking to report himself and 
humbly beg for further employment. 
‘While ‘Theis Majesties shew sucky beusvol= 
ence in thinking of those officials, military 
and civil, who having retired ‘to their 
homes, are again called upon to hold office, 
the memorialist could not venture in the 
smallest degree to seck his own easo and 
comfort, Besides having been more than 
ten years in military service, fearing no 
hardships, having re-conquered more than 
one hundred towns and laboured without 
ceasing, the memorialist has now received 
high office and rank, and he cannot but 
repay this great kindness even with his 
last breath. But, now that his wounds 
have broken out afresh, and his sickness 
has become incurable, he can only report 
his case in detail to’ the Throne, and be; 

that he may be granted au extension o} 

leave and permission to vacate his post. 
He will then select some place where he 
can occupy himself in tho care of his 
health, and seck a now lease of lif 
which’ he will devote to the Imperial 
service. He requests that an officer may 
be appointed without delay to act as 
Governor in his place, (For decree see

May L1th.—(1) Shih T’ai, Consor of the 
Kuantung Circuit, and Supervisor of the 
Imperial Household, with his colleagues, 
memorialises reporting the emptiness of the 
treasury in the department of the Imperial 
household, the receipts being insufticient to 
meet the issue. Ho states that in former 
years those who came to receive money 
from the treasury were paid the full amount 
of their claims, but that now it is customary 
to hand over a portion only of the sum 
applied for, and to give a promissory noto 
for the balance, Under this system the debts 
of tho establishmennt are increasing to an 
alarming extent. The deficiency of funds 
arises from the fact that the receipts from 
various sources have not been paid in at 
the usual time, in addition to which the 
moneys, which in former years were 
deposited each quarter by the Board of 
Revenue, are now no longer deposited. 
The memorialists suggest, as a remedy, 
that the funds derived from the purchase 
of rank by the members of the Household 
Division of the three Superior Banners, 
now collected by the Board of Revenue, 
shall in future be received by tho 
‘Treasury of the Imperial Household. 
This would in some measure supply the 
deficiency of funds, and would make no 
material difference to those of the Board of 
Revenue. Should the Imperial consent be 
obtained to this scheme, the memorialist 
will, in conjunction with the Board of 
Revenue, draw up regulations for carrying 
it into effect.

Some time since he was permitted to vacate 
his post on account of ill health, being at 
tho same time honoured with a present of 
ginseng, and nted full Pay and rations, 
that he might devote himself to the 
cure of his complaint, and live to be a 
recipient of further Imperial bounty. We 
now hear that he has suddenly passed 
away, and our grief is most profound. 
‘As a further mark of Imperial favour, 
let him be provided with a pall embroi- 
dered with the Sacred Canon of To Lo, 
let the Duke Tsai Lien (Fu Kwo-kung), 
with 10 officers of the guard, attend his 
funeral and pour out the libations of wine, 
and further, let one thousand taels be 
issued from’ the Treasury of the Privy 
Purse for the expenses of his funeral. The 
posthumous honours accorded by law to 
those holding the rank of Lieutenant- 
General are to be conferred upon him, he 
is to be absolved from all faults he may 
have committed in bis official capacity, and 
the proper office will consider what’ pos- 
thumous honours are due to him in accord- 
ance with the law, and report to the 
Throne. Let his son Ai-lung, an officer 
of the guards of the 2nd grade, at the 
Ch’ien-ch’ing gate be made an officer of th 
guards of the first grade, and let his 
grandsons Ch’éng-té and Ch’éng-shou be 
brought, into the Imperial presence by the 
chiefs of their banner, that it may be seen 
how highly We value an old and faithful 
‘servant,

_ May 14th.—(1) Li Chao-t’ang, Super- 

tondent of the Arsenal at Foochow, reports 
his arrival at his post and the assumption 
of his official duties. On receipt of the 
Imperial decree at the close of last year 
conferring the appointment upon him of 
Superintendent of the Foochow Arsenal, he 
was so unwell that he applied from his home 
at which he was staying for two months 
congé to enable him to recruit. At the expiry 
of his leave, though his health was not 
re-established, ho did not venture to delay 
his departure any longer, and accordingly 
started for his post. On arrival at Pan-yit 
Hsien, (Canton), he inspected the vessels 
purchased by Lin K’un-yi, the late Gov- 
ernor-General, and took counsel with the 
Taotai, Chieh Yang, who was formerly 

irector of the Arsenal, obtaining some 
information from him on the subject of 
ship-building, etc. He reached Pagoda 
Anchorage on the 2ist of the 2nd moon, 
when the Director forwarded him the wooden 
seal of office, and he performed tho usual 
prostrations in front of the incense-table, 
preparatory to entering upon his oficial 
duties. Ho deplores his uselessness and 
ignorance on the subject of the foreign 
method of ship-building, but His Majesty 
having been graciously pleased to exalt 
him from a bed of sickness to this important 
post, he can only use his utmost endeavours 
to show his gratitude for the honour 
that has been done him. The Arsenal 
has now been in existence for more than 
ten years, and its working is already 
systematised, while he is fortunate in having 
the services of an able and conscientious 
Director who has already learnt his work. 
Some of the students who went abroad to 
study have completed their education and 
have returned, and are now competent to 
construct swift vessels on the newest 
models. While doing his best to secure 
efficiency and the most modern improve- 





















ments in the vessels he constructs, he 
will endeavour to make strict economy a 


even stand upon it. He informed the 
memorialist that he was trying every 
remedy for it, and as soon as he was able to 
walk a little he should come forth from his 
retirement and endeavour to repay his 
gratitude to his sovereign with his services. 
—Rescript: Itisnoted. Let him devote 
himself with zeal and attention to the work 
of the Arsenal, making neatness combined 
with efficiency 'his positive end and aim, 

(2) Hung Hsii, Taotai of the Kuang, 
Yao, Chin, Nan, Circuit in Kiangsi, and 
Superintendent of Maritime Customs at 
Kiukiang, submits the following return of 
sums received from his predecessors, sub- 
stantive and acting. ‘The memorialist 
entered upon the duties of his post on 
th Sth of the 2nd moon of the ‘present 
year, and on returning thanks for his 
appointment when reporting this fact, he 
submitted a statement of the condition in 
which he found the native Customs. ‘The 
Acting Superintendent, Wang Sung-ling by 
name, has now handed the memorialist a 
memorandum of the revenue collected by 
his predecessor and himself [that has not 
been accounted for in the last returns, 
Shén Pao-ching, now promoted, rendere: 
an account of ‘Tis, 7,424, plus TMs. 512 
“subsistence money” and scale allow- 
ance during the thirteen days he was 
in charge ; and Wén Hui, the late Superi 
tendent, collected Tis. '68,678, plus sub- 
sistence. money and scale allowance of 
Tis. 4,738 during the two months and ten 
days that he was in office. Wang Tao-l'ing, 
the Acting Superintendent from whom 
memorialist took over charge, collected 
during the six months and twenty-six days 
he was in charge, Tls. 128,546 plus “scalo 
allowance,” subsistence, ete., of Ts. 8,869, 
or a grand total of Tis, 204,644 duty, and 
subsistence money Tis, 14,120. Of this 
amount all but Tis, 9,740 of tho regular 
duty have been remitted or expended, and 
all but ‘Ts. 1,165 of the subsistence money. 
From this total further deductions havo to 
be made on account of porterage and other 
items, leaving an actual balance to bo 
handed over to the memorialist of Tis. 
18,454. ‘This balance has been verified by 
reference to the books and found to be 
quite correct.

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SATURDAY’S YACHT RACE. 

Of the eight boats entered for the race 
on Saturday afternoon, under the auspio 
of the Shanghai Sailing Cluty seven cruised 
opposite the Public Garden at the time of 
starting, two o'clock. ‘Thero was then a 
fresh S.E, breeze, and the tide was the first 
quarter of the ebb, but the sky was cloudy 
and it threatened to bi wet afternoon, 
The start was from a line from the Police 
Hulk to the Pootung Church spire, and the 
course was down the river to a stake-boat 
moored in the junk channel off the Middlo 
Ground. The Arrow and Gemini started 
scratch ; the Phantom and Fearless had an 
allowance of fifteen minutes; the Falke 
and Marion twenty-five minutes, and the 
Winifred forty minutes. ‘Tho absentee was 
the Charm, which, if she had put in an 
appearance, would’ have raced on the samo 
terms as the Arrowand Gemini. The yachts 
crossed the starting line in the following 
order, accordiny to the official timo-keeper 
‘on board the Police Hulk :—

‘considerably improved, and it was dry and 
pleasant, Nearing the stake-boat jibs were 
Bien in, ‘The Arrow rounded it eight 
fminutes shead of the Gemini, which was 
two minutes in front of the Falke; then 
fame the Phantom, six minutes behind the 
Falke, and five minates ahead of the Marion, 
hich hed an advantage of three minutes 
Ofthe Fearless. The Winifred brought w 
rear at 3.38 p.m., or four minutes 
the Fearless, and twenty-cight minutes 
behind the leading boat. ‘The boats all 
beat back up the channel to the west of the 
upper Middle Ground, making long legs 
fon the port tack. When opposite the 
Point nearly all of them set their jibs and 
squared away for the run Home, At this 
time the Gemini appeared to be about a 
mile behind the Arrow, with the Falke 
atill in third place, while the gallant 
Commodore of the Club was evidently 
more intent upon securing the comfort 
of his lady passengers than making use 
Sf his liberal time allowance to. gain the 
honours of the race. The Arrow raced 
well Home and won the prize with an 
advantage of 15 min. 20 sec. over the 
Gemini, and 91 min. over tho Falke, thus 
beating her by six minutes fifteen seconds 
on her handicap allowance. The Falke 
takes second place, as the Gemini only beat 
hor by 15 min, 65 seo, and her handicap 
allowance was 25 minutes.

LOCAL SHIPPING. 

The following extract from Mr. Donald 
Spence’s report on the Shipping Trade of 
this’ port for the year 1878 will be read 
with interest 

One or two of-the steamers of the new 
hich I have alluded to as about to 
be started by Messrs. Jardine have been 
built and engined here by a British firm of 
shipbuilders, and it reflects great credit on 














their zeal and enterprise that they have 
developed an industry so important as this 
in such an out-of-the-way part of the world 
as Shanghai. It will be interesting to note 
in a future report whether these iron 
steamers, locally built, ean hold their own 
in profitable working with the best Clyde 
built iron steamers. When the new boats 
are registered here, their tonnage will have 
to be ascertained by the usual measure- 
ments, no deduction being allowed from 
the gross tonnage of all closed-in spaces 
except propelling and crew space. The 
Board of Trade recognizes only one method. 
of measuring steamers whether they be 
intended for ocean or river work. It is 
quite different, I believe, in the United 
States, where, in estimating the register 
tonnage of river steamers, a larze Portion of 
the upper works of the boats is allowed to 
be deducted. I think the same rule might 
be applied advantageously to river boats on 
the Yangtsze, because, if their tonnage is 
estimated by the ordinary English rule, and 
all the closed-in spaces above the promenade 
decks included, the tonnage dues payable 
every three months to the Imperial 
‘Maritime Customs by steamers engaged in 
the local traffic must amount to an excessive 
charge on their running expenses. At the 
resent time a certain Mieduotion is allowed 
yy the Imperial Maritime Customs. This 
is a matter of private arrangement between 
the Customs authorities and the steamer 
agents or owners, and only obtained after 
re-measurement by the Harbour-Master in 
Shanghat, both undesirable proceedings in 
connection with British ships. It would be 
much more satisfactory if the Registrar of 
Shipping here were empowered to deduct, in 
the case of river steamers, the whole of the 
closed-in spaces above the promenade deck. 
The practice in the case of the American 
river boats, which formerly plied on the 
Yangtsze, varied considerably ; but in all 
cases they were reported to the Custom 
‘a rate of tonnage ridiculously incommen- 
surate with the quantity of goods they 
‘actually carried. When the steamers 
into the hands of the Chinese, the Customs 
authorities re-measured them in a regular 
manner, allowing the deductions which I 
commended in the case of Bi 
steamers. It is, however, eminently 
undesirable that the officials of a foreign 
country should have anything to do with 
the measurement of British ships, and I 
therefore propose to ask, through Her 
Majesty's Minister, for powers from the 
Board of Trade to be allowed, in estimat- 
ing the tonnage of i 
to deduct all closed-in space 
promenade deck. I may add that it would 
‘be of considerable use to this office to have 
some information regarding the measure- 
ment of river steamers plying in the waters 
of the Dominion of as jodel on 
which they are built, the conditions under 
which they run, and the purposes which 
ee build subserve, are identical 
with the Yangtsze river boats, 

‘The vessels engaged in the local carrying 
trade from Shanghai to Hongkong on the 
river and coast ports run under fourmonths’ 
articles. The crews without exception are 
native, generally Canton firemen, and 
Eile sg leck hands and sailors, with four 

ila or Malay quarter-masters. The 
master, officers, and aeons are nearly 
all Englishmen, and in the case of steam- 
vessels, holding Board of Trade or Col 
certificates. The wages of masters and 
officers of local steamers are exceedingly 
good; indeed they may be considered as 
almost the prizes of the mercantile marine. 
Masters get from 250 dollars to 300 dollars 
a month ; mates, 50 dollars to 75 dollars ; 
first engineers, 200 dollars; second engin- 
eers, 125 dollars ; aud third engineers, 90 
dollars, in all cases not reckoning allow- 
ances. Quarter-masters get 20 dollars a 
month, firemen and seamen from 16 dollars 
to 20 dollars a month, having to provide 
themselves with food. “Many of the sailing-

exceedingly badly offcered ; most of the 
officers, and in some cases the masters, hav- 
ing no certificates. I have known a caso 
where a British vessel was about to leave this, 
port with an unqualified foreigner in charge 
and no mates at all, and hed it not been 
for the aid of the insurance offices the ship 
might have gone to sea in this disgraceful 
condition. ‘The Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1854 provides, in its 196th clause, aa 
follows :— 

“No foreign going ship shall go to sea 
from any port in the United Kingdom 
unless the master thereof, and the first and 
second mates, or only mate as the case may 
be, have obtained and possess valid cor- 
tifeates, either of competency or servico 
appropriate to their several stations in such 
ship, and every person who having engaged 
to serve as master or as first or second or 
only mate of any foreign going ship, goes 
to sea as aforessid as stich master or niate 
without being at the time entitled to and 
possessed of such a certificate as hereinbe- 
fore required, shall for each offence incur a 
penalty not exceeding 501.” 

This gives ample power to the Home 
authorities to prevent the inefficient ofticer- 
ing of British ships leaving any port in the 
United Kingdom, but it leaves Her Majesty's 
Consuls in China powerless to prevent 
ships under coasting articles being com- 
manded by unqualified men. The present 
state of things is exceedingly unsatisfactory, 
the Consul being left to take the responsi- 
bility of deciding what degree of inefficiency 
in the officers of a British ship will amount 
to an interference with interest of the 
owner or cargo, and to remedy it by the 
cumbrous procedure of a Naval Court, I 
navo often had complaints from unemployed 
masters and mates possessing certificates 
that uneertificated and unqualified men 
were being shipped in coasters while they 
were left without employment; but I have 














| had nothing to extend to them except 


sympathy, a form of relief to which an 
excessive value is not attached in the Ship- 
ping Office of this Consulate. Similar 
complaints, too, have been made regarding 
the employment of foreigners. The question 
of nationality, however, can only crop up 
as a sentiment ; and provided they be duly 
qualified, there can be no objection to their 
commanding British ships.

A more deliberate, foul, and malicious 
murder it would be difficult to concei 

‘The Court accordingly convicts you of the 
murder of Robert Kelly on the inorning of 
the 9th of May instant, in the galley of the 
American ship Bullion, while at auchor in 
the harbour of Yokohama, as laid in the 
charge, and you are sentenced to suffer death 
in such manner and at such time and place 
as the United States Minister in Japan may 
direct according to law, and may Goi have 
mercy on your soul,

LOSS OF A CHIEF MATE AT SEA. 
| An enquiry was held on Thursday after- 
{ noon by W. Handyside Tapp, Esq., H.MI.’s 
Rexistrar of Shipping, into the  cireum 
stances under which Henry G. Adaus, 
| aged 23, Inte chief mate of the British 
barque City of Carlisle, oficial number 
7,972, was lost overboard from that vessel 
on the night of the Gth December last. 











It was stated that the officer in question 
fell from the jib-boom, and it is certainly 
worthy of comment that the chief mate of 
a vessel of the tonnage of the City of 
Carlisle (823), should ever have been 
out on the jib-boom at all. The following 
evidence was adduced. 

A. J. Payer, deposed that he was the 
master of the City of Carlisle, and that the 
vessel left Antwerpon the 26th November 1879.

333 DAYS FROM ANTWERP TO YOKOHAMA, 


The British barque Pym, Captain 
Stapleton, 558 tons, which left Antwerp on 
the 27th June 1878, bound for Yokohama, 
arrived at her destination on the 21st ult., 
having taken 333 days to make the passage. 
Her report in the Japan Herald states that 
she crossed the equator on the 9th August, 
in long. 25° W. Had light S.E. trades, and 
on the 27th of Angust, in lat, 33° S., 
experienced a severe westerly gale which 
lasted for many days, the ship having to be 
hove-toat intervals. This weather continued 
for six weeks, while the ship made her 
casting on the 41st parallel. Arrived at 
Banjoewangie on the 26th of November} 
ids aud calms through the 
Macassar Straits, got through 
the Serangani Straits, steered a N.N.W. 
course, but next day found the ship by 
observation to be 29 miles S.E. of her 
position on the preceding day, and on the 
following day, 79 miles. ‘The current which 
carried her so much out of her course 
brought her into a deep bay in the island 
of Toulour, some 90 miles S.E. of Mindanao. 
There the vessel was imprisoned by the 
currents and winds for three months, 
although several attempts were made to 
get her out. While lying there, the natives, 
who were friendly, supplied the ship with 
fresh provisions, ‘and, on leaving, the 
master took the son of the Rajah of the 
island, named Morees Sariju, and a 
German missionary’s son as. passengers 
‘The vessel got out on the 9th of April, bu 
through the strength of the current the 
vessel was 20 miles south of her position 
two weeks afterwards. Came outside of 
pines with light winds and calms, 
and experienced variable moderate winds 
to the coast of Japan. Arrived in port on 
the 21st of May. Passage 333 days. Ou the 
26th October, at 6 p.m., the carpenter, a 
Swede, named Fogelstrom, fell from the jib- 
boom overboard. A life-baoy was thrown, 
but he failed to reach it, aud the second 
mate jumped after him’ with a line; the 
boat was also lowered, but without avail ; 
the unfortunate man ‘sank before he was 
reached. ‘The ship's crew are all in good 
health, despite the long voyage.
